Office Action Summary 



Part of Paper No. 12 
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Claims 2, 4-6, 9, 10, 12-17, 19-21, 24-26 and 28-30 are being examined as they 
read on the elected invention as set forth in Paper Nos. 9 and 10. The only two 
compounds being examined are h$Vringtonine and homo^arringtonine or their salts. 
Cancellation of the non-elected compounds from the claims is now required. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 2, 4-6, 9, 10, 12-17, 19-21, 24-26 and 28-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over the Li et al reference of record or the Takeda et al 
reference of record for the reasons fully set forth in Paper No. 10, pages 3-4. 

Applicants' state on page 1 1 , next to last paragraph that the cited art is unrelated 
to treatment of leukemia in humans and that the art discloses studies in mice without 
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human data. This is correct but claim 26 clearly states that the "patient is an animal" 
and a mouse is an animal. Applicants state on page 9 that the references fail to teach 
subcutaneous mode of administration. This is correct. Applicants, however, have fail to 
show a comparison of the applicants 1 subcutaneous mode of injection vs. prior art mode 
of administration by injection produced a better result. Applicants' remarks in the 
absence of such a showing is insufficient. With regard to the salt of the HA or HO 
compounds, clearly a showing over the base compound in the treatment of leukemia is 
needed. The showing of record clearly show that after 4 hours both base and salt forms 
are the same and the claims are not so directed, i.e., "one to three hours". 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
